iiieutenant of the kingdom, .♦. they immediately 
concluded a cessation yith hinv ,pn the .15th of

thousand eight hundred pounds sterling to enable 
%o transport into Engrand the Protestant army 
r ihen under his command, since to prove himself a

Ormond nevertheless, proved deaf to all tfiif^ 
and iiever could, be ioduced, trot withstanding hi; 
itoaster^s repeated conmiands, to conclude a peacci 
with the Irish, who earnestly desired it, until th« 
King's affairs were iti a ^manner past retrieve In 
BdglaiK}, after tht battle of Naseby, g^nd the se-^ 
ver^I other losses the royal party sustained that 
Campaign* •Then and not ti^l tlien, could he be' 
brought to, a treaty ; and even in thos^ very pir- 
<um$tance& io unwilling he was to put an end to 
the war, that ^ttbough the article's were agreed oa 
in March foliowinq between him and certain com* 
ftiissjoners appointw; fbr ihit purpose, yet he puts 
ofF the exchanging of th<^m for that time, apd so 
deferred it from day to day, until the k ng finding' 
6is afmy in iiO condition to. keep the field tjiat,. 
summer, unfortunately put hiriiself in the btgtn- 
Ding of May ii$46> into the hands of the Scotclx 
rebels then' before Newark, by whom he w?ls soou 
aficr prevailed upon to recall, l)y his letter to^ Qr- 
nuHid of the i ith of Tunc from Ntwcastte, all 
tlw? power* he had formerly given him Soi con* 
eluding a peace with the Irish'. 1 he 'supreme 
eouBcii of th^ cbnfederate Catholics wondeijing at. 
che»e delays, sent at last to Ormond about midsum- 
mer, to know bis final resolution concerning the. 
j>eace, who amwered, that he' Vioitld proceed no 
'.4uriher^ in that treaty because he had received \^ 
Majesty^v commands to the contrary. Neverthe- 
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le&s having upoo $«cond thoughts '4iit ttpon a new 
knack of policy for imposing, upon . the confede- 
rates he sends to tl^m in some weeks' after, and 
renews. the treaty ;for he considered, that he mtghc 
OR the one hand prpceed to the exciiange of tlie 
articles and get the peace prodaimed* b^ause he 
^a^ thereby sure to make himself master of aii 
the strong' holds then possessed by the Irisht and 
on the ptKer hand> that he shosld not becoDclu^d 
&^ it, if he found his Inrere&t the other way, 
because his power was recalled before the articles 
lyere exchanged ; and upon, this account he pro* 
ceeds' to conclude the peate, and gets it proclaimed 
in August following. 

But I he Pole's Nuncio^ and the prelates then 
convened at' Waterford, seein^^ ,that his Majesty 
Iiad disowned.the £arl of Clanmorgan's cOihmissi- 
on^ and proceedings with thein on\Which they 
solely relied, ns tOv the affairs of the chUrcht and 
finding no sullicient provistion made in chat peace 
for liberty of conscience or the Ca^tholic Religion^ 
tiiey openly protested again >t it ; and withal they 
iisued forth a Commmatory Ezconrmunicatioo 
agaibst the acceptors of it, as being guilty of \»U- 
ful perjury r because in the beginning of their a». 
aociatioh, an oath ♦ w^s franked for their better 
linion^. and taken by all the eonfederaies, thae 
noh$ of them would accept of any terms of peace^ 
'Withom the consent of the rest j in a general a$- 
serably of the wh»lo nation^ which ordinarily met 
once a year^ to. settle a)l public affaira. Th s 
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wrought so much upon the officers of the army, 
and the gentry of the whole 'krngdom, that th« 
peace was generally rejected ; whereupon Qrmond, 
who m hopes of being received, pursuant to thcs 
peace, was come as: far as Kilkenny, thought con- 
[ Venient to retire hajBtily to Dublin, soon after the 
genera! assembly of the confederates met, wheije 
the articles of the peace were fully exaijiiaed, and 
afterscyeraVdebatest rejected tor the reasons afore- 
said ; and the .commissioners who concluded thp 
same, as having exceeded their commission, werjp 
censured ^d imprisoned. 

During these transactions the Scottish aroijp 
p "were bargaining with the English parliament about 
i the disposal'of the Kind's person, to whom they 
! ko{d him at last for tw# hundred thousand pound* 
I .Sterling an the eightfi of February » 1646,, and' 
^ In' a few months after, Ormond delivers lip Dublioij 
the Kind's Sword, and all the Ensigns of royalty 
L there, to commissbners from the parliament, for 
which good service he was presented by them iqi 
r London with a Chain and Medal of GokJ, toge- 
ther with 1 3000 Lib/ SterU in money, as the garl 
of Ane^sy, one of the Commisaoners has since 
publickTy^averred. . , 

♦ In the mean time the confederaievCatht.Uc* 
went on vigorously with the wai: against the par-* 
liamentarians, and possessed themselves entirely pt 
- all Ireland, except Dublin and Londonderry ; and 
fceing informed that the King was made a close piri-^ 
i'oner in^ngland, and his son the Prince of Wales 
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forced to fly into France, whither Ms Qj^en hadi 
sometime before ^^ithdrawn Iierself, they sent the 
Marquis of A'ntrim to Lord Muskery, agents thither 
to signify to the Qn«en and Fringe their willing- 
DesS to conclude a peace, in order to coti tribute 
-what In them lay to free the KinJ from his mis- 
fortunes ; whereupon Ormond who happened to 
he ther^ at that time, returns into Ireland, about 
Michael mas 1 648^ and concludes the peace with th« 
general assembly of the confederates on the lytk 
of Jfanuar/tblldwihg/ commonly called ihe peace 
•f it8. 

Tht? peace was immediately received by .^11 the 
•onfederate Catholics, txcept a small pahy headed 
by Owen Roe 0*Neil, who being only a selcKer of 
fortuiie but confessedly rke Best commander they 
had in the kingdom, held out, because they aoad-:^ 
viscdly refused to' give him any confideniblf post 
in the army, until Ormond after- he was shame- 
fully surprised and routed before. Dublirt, • and 
Ctom#ell landing there in a few weeks after, with 
• sttong reinforcement, was glad to give his owd 
terms When.it was too late ; v/hereupon he and.b^ 
party sui^micted to tlie peace, pursuant to a &p«cial 
Treaty concluded on, the X2th of the ensoing- 
October, and then all the confederates joined 
heart and Hand, against the parliamentariahs : but 
Owen Roe unfortunately dying soon after, there 
was none left dfyh to make head against Cromwell ; 
who therefore carrted all before him wherever he 
Wf^ir, with litUe or no opposition^ but what Hugh 
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(Jiiff b'Neil gave hiirf at Clonmel, where h€ Ic

Becessary far 6elf- preservation, and coasequeatly 
more excusable, if we except the aforesaid ouf-

more to retrieve wh&t the rigour of the law might 
constitute amiss iii their actions, than the Ilish Ca- 
tholics have done- They held out but about twenty

For 
proof hereof, as soon as these justices were removed^ 
the confederate Irish made a cessation with the earl 
of Ormond, .in order to the conclusion of a lasting 
peace, which was equally wished for both by prince 
and people ; but these good wishes, through the si- 
nister practices of some intermediate agents, or 
tome other fatalitiesi became abortive for that 
titfie. 

^ Jfeverthclcss a solemn p^ace was at last conclud- 
ed, pn the 1 7th .<iay of January, 1648-**, which 
the Irish not only received unanimously, but sealed 
it with iheir blood; having pursuant to ir, main- 
tained a war against the Parliamentarian Regicides 
foj* three years successively ; and when all their 
strong holds were lost, continued a mountain war, 
fet a year after, in hopes o( receiving some relief 
from the Kipg. But that expectation failing, 
they were obliged at length to lay down arais ; -yet 
because. they could not endute to live under.the ty- 
ranny of those miscreants, who had imbrued their 
hands in i^heir prince's blood, most of them made 
conditions to go beyond sea, and ^cording) y some 
got into France, others info Spain, in all to the

Let us now consider on the other side, what great 
protection, justice or favourha^e the Irish received 
for all their unparalleled loyalty, thus owned zod 
attested by the King himselt ift the face of the 
world. The main 'question was then whether the 
Cromwellians,. who like so m^ny blood hounds 
hunted Charles tha first to the scaffold, and ch^ed 
Charles the second out of his dominions, should 
still efijoy :he estates they got in Ireland; f<xt those 
their signal s^jrviccs against the crown ; or be 
obliged to surrender them, to their former pcoptie* 
tors, who had signalized their luyalty in so extra- 
ordinary a manner, and had lost the said estates for 
their faithful adherence to the royal interest, and 
besides were most justly ^ntided to them by the 
public faith of a solemn peace at home, and the 
Kings repeated promises abroad; 

It is true, his majesty did in the beginning express 
himself very resolute for, doing * justice * to the 
latter, but -the craft and corruptiott of some gran-- 
dees about him wrought upon him by degrees' to 
give way, and at last to*abandon those to their e-^ 
aemies, who never abandoned him in his greatest 
misfortunes f Be astonished O y« Heavens jic 
this ! for, was there ever any act parallel to itreadg 
or heard of since the creation ? an act so little be* 
toming a great and generous prince^ so contrary 
to common justice, and the most sacred ties of 
• ' humaa 
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kpuman secieciA ; and wiihal so inip«Ijtio» as ea- 
tailing perpetual fa^tioos and rebellions upoarhis 
successors, by the hopes it gives to liesperate needy^ 
people to msdce their fortunes the same vra^r, and 
oy the. moral damp it s.trikes upon Idyaky j so pi-o- 
^igious. an example of ingratitude being i, suffi- 
cient warning pie6e t» others not to jenture their 
all upon the like account, that it !(hocks a man's ut* 
derstanding to think what could be' the drift or 
meaning of it, ' - 

Histories indeed fumi A us with examples enough 
how Princes haye often found it necessary for Ac 
ease and quiet of their dominions, to Pardon their 
submitting Rebels and thereby uestore them to their 
former possessions, and perhaps vith some marks 
♦f favour ; nay sometinMs to discharge them of 
iheir stibfection, and declare xhen[i a free people, 
when they Would noi otherwise |)e quiet> as the 
King of Spain has lately 4one to the Dutch : and 
there is no doubt, but a fovereign may lawfully do 
all this, because in such cases he himself i« theonly 
loser j and may part with his own right when ke 
pleases, or at least, when the necessities of his af- 
fairs require it. But^ that a King should offer not 
only to pardon and reward the rirt^^lar'cfpttr^heir re- 
turning to th^ir duty» but to reward them i^th the 
birth-right of such as adhered to' him to the last, 
with the hazard of their lives and Jtmbs^ agiinst 
those Tcry rebels, is so unaccountable a procedurct 
that we can find no example or precedent tor it io 
ttty history either sacred or pr^ofane. ''/

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less, considering what great nurabei's of his subjects 
were'theji disaffected to his Government, and the 
great atrearft due to the ariuy ia Ireland, ; which 
he promifed to pay.

roust policy then, which « the quintesferjce of re- , 
fined reason, and of aft moral perfections the noblest 
and most heioic, be thus profaned and debased^ to 
4aubor gild over the faihires 5f vicious or misled . 
prince's policy : which, in the true art of Govern- 
inent, v;as even- among the heathens reckoned so 
great and io excellent a qtlality ; that the prince 
of Latin poets thought he could not bestov; a high- 
er compliment upon his country than to make it- 
peculiar to the Romanfe, in th« sixth book of -the 
jEheid, when he speaks to this purpose : 

While pthers may in other arts excell, 
HomanSj mind you and govern nations, well; 
To give the laws of peace beIon5»to you^ 
To spar^ tbehupible and the proud subdue* 

Uat among Christian?, who boast indeed of great- 
tr perfection,- and yet happen very often to practice 
less this noble and sublime virtue, is made acloak 
for all the corrupttoiu of depraved nature; and is 
dwindled ^w^M^vUnle tricks and cunning fetches* 
to serve Ji prewnt turii, without the legist r^ard to 
honour; honesty, or conscience. Insomuch,. that 
Henry the IV. of Fiance had reason to say, (only 
that oyt of modesty he reckoned himself, but in 
truth had too great a soul, to be of the number )l

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fuTtlier. If it was«o very folitic to contiilue tHe 
parKamentanac; of Ireland m than new acquisiti/b 
ons, for exasperating tl^e disaffected part j, wl/y 
were not their bfeihren in £t^gland and ScotIari(J 
continued in theirs ,aIso tor tl^ same reason ?' Or 
was that party in Irelardsb very formidable^ be-* 
. yond those ot the other Itfngdonis,^that theirfriend- 
ship trust be puTchastd at such an extravagant 
jate. iff the King obhged himself by his decla- 
Tation from Breda* to satiSt^tthe arrears due to 
the oiBcers and soldiers dflftlcr the Command of. Ge- 
neral Monl« ; why might nirt this as well be donp 
in lyelAnd by public Tazes, as well as iti theotheif <- 
tingdoms, without stripping such a vast number of 
poor widows and orphans, (whose ^cry reaches 
daily to Heaven) of their livelihood; and so -many 
thousands of loyal gentlemen ot their antiem birthf 
right, conirary to pufblic faith, and the undou|)tcd 
interest of the crown^ - - i 

No, this plain and palpable injustice, cannot b^. 
called the effect of any policy in the King; tor no- 
thing could be iiK)re im}«olitic or more contrary to 
his honour and interest : butit was a formed design^ 
of jtome of his minfsters, and other leading jjien V 
wKo then pretended to^je zealoits converts to loy- 
alty, and yet like JLsop's cat, couid not forget the 
old trade of mousing. For, the true reason, why 
the Irish were so unequally dealt withi- was that 
th«y were all Catholics, never tainted with anjr 
lepublican principles, ami jirot only had mueh di- 
verted the parliamentariart forces, while they were 
running dovAi the King, but had gi-vcn him strong 
appreheftsions of quite turning the scales, It wa& 

,'• - . : . ther^- . 
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therefore determined by these Machiavels, as 4 
point of the last consequence lor securing their 
cndsi that such people should nqw be suppressed ; 
(tor which reason the^oor cavaliers were sent a 
grazing with Nebuchadnezar, without cither pay, 
or valuable gratuity) lest they might be in a con- 
dition, for the time to come, to stand up against 
ihcir party for the rights of the cTO.wn, i»,case ot 
any future revolution. And the plot being thus 
laid, tlie better to compass it without a noise, a 
parcel of needy half.starve'd courtiers that fol-. 
lowed the King abroad, and had his ear at w^U, se- 
vt^al of thein being his chief privy counsellors 
and privadoes, ^ye^e gained by great promises; 
either df large scopes of Iijfch land, or round 
sums of English money, to jbip in the design; who 
therefore buzzing night and day jn his Majesty^s. 
*ear, wrought upon hin^at )ast to grant their de- 
sires, to the ruin of- the Irish Catholics, ^hose re- 
ligion, lands and loyalty were crimes too great to 
bfi endured by atheistical, x:ovetous rebels. 

The King then is blameless, you will say, since 
lie followed the advice of his council and chief 
courtiers. Very far from it: for as our Saviour 
says, if the blind lead the blind both shalt tall into 
the ditch • tliat is, not only the guide^ . but * the 
guided likewise must suffer ; and consequently not 
only the ill adviser, but the advised aUo, ' is an- 
swerable for the 'wrongs committed, had Go4 
indeed appoiined stich counsellors for him to ad- 
vise with, a great deal might be ^aidin his behalf, 

although 
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filflioiigli when oM Ad^m offered a ^rea mucli to 
that purpose, -f ayeging that what the wise God 
had gained him, made him eat of the forbidden 
fruity it ijs .believed that this plea dij^ rather aggra- 
vate, than abate any thing of his guilt, l^at when 
^prince has it in hisoMrn power, and consequencly 
is, in justice to himself ^n4,hj^ p#op)e, obliged io 
cbuse ^ the best of his skill and knowledge, honest 
stvA conscientious counsellors^ to adyi$e with ; if 
hedoes to the contrary, bis following their dictateai' 
is $fi far from excusing hi'm» that te 1$ a^CjOuntabk 
in the sigb^ of God bolt^ for itheir unjust ad« 
Yice» and his own bad choice. For by this ht ex- 
poses himseU to evident danger of being misled^ 
and he that loVes the danger^ saiih th* son of 
Syrach» sh^Il perish thereixi. And as for tht other 
party I think it is no great matter ibr. one whether. 
he marches towards Hell of his owo meer mction^ 
or is led thither by others, if he arrives there at 
the long riin^^ , ^ 

A prince therefore who seriously isainds liis 
Ibusiness and has Godi)eibre his eyes, must not as 
to the weighty affairs of hi$ Government, rely 
. vpon.the l^re. opinion of frail mpn, though never 
«o able or leariled ; because they are still subject to 
be biassed the wrpDg way ; but ought rather to 
weigh -or ^carefully examine, the groundsand rea- 
sons of such opinions, and not suffer , his oivn 
judgment to /be overborne, at least in matters of 
xnoment, more by others importunities than their 
argument ; v^s King Charles the first expresses it, 
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in his Icon Basilike, • \pheire he reflecu on some 
isit^\ mistake.^ oi' this kind committed by liimseif: 
For reason ' beting a beam <$f the divinit/, has of 
ittelF no false bias but tends always towards truth; 
Qs the seaman's meddle does td the north pole; so 
that it is not Very difficult for i serious enquires 
to distinguish between true and «ppartni reason^ 
in matters right and wrong, when both are {^fainl/ 
laid before him. But if instead of making a due 
eiiquirj into the truth, he hears only one party, 
or Leaves the decision c^ Justice to a sort of lottery, 
as a gamester ventures his guineasat hazard; ther« 
is no reasoning in that case, but to leave him to 
take hiis chance, whether he shall be miserable ot 
happy, whether Heaven or Hell shall be his portion, 
t Yet this is not to be understood, as if the pu- 
nish meat of public injustice were always reserved 
for the world to come; for w« nnd that eveo in 
this life, signal judgments have fallen very often 
upon such offenders, though not so frequeatl/ 
upon' themselves as ijipon th^ir posterity^ even 4o

rath. Lord Kingsioti, Lord Coloony, Sir Theo-

Usurper's hands, were by the aci of set- 
tlements allow^ their forty ninfe.arlrcars, if within 
t^o years alter the act, they xioujd make appear to 
the chief government of Ireland, *nd any six of 
the <;puacil, that they made some .repair ior theit • 
former fault?, by their 'timely and sea^onablel ap- 
jpeatrance for the |Cing's restoration.*. And j^e 
may be sjfire, very slight repairs w:ere thought suf- 
ficient to atone for those venial slips of our refor- 
med saints, for, even as in John Calvin's new sys- 
tem of divinity, Let the/ Elect coqfimit never so 
great Enormities they are still blameless, still Babes 
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of grace, because no sin ^an te iroputed to tlicm. 
So it seems, let our godly reformers be engagtd 
every moon in the blackest treason i magma ble» 
they must pass, nerertbcless, fb'rhis Majesty's most 
loyal and dutiful subjects, and' never be treated like 
rebels^ Wt rather highly rewarded, as if they had 
don* their prince good service. But the reprobate 
Papists are still to oe damned as to this' world, le« 
^ them be never so innocent, and signalize their loy- 
alty never so much. And thercidre, altJhough the 
declaration f i»ade no distinction of forty nine of- 
ficers, whether Protestant or Papist^, but ordered 
that all should be satisfied equally for their arrears : 
yet |) by the instructions, ami sttbsequent acts of 
parliameiit, the Papist (except the Marquis of 
•Clanrikard and Sir George Hamilton, who through 
favour, got particular provisoes § were utterly ex- 
cluded^ notwithstandiRg- that none of them erer- 
deserted the King's standard, but hckLout to the 
last against the usurper. ' 

The late King being thus far wrought and strzti^tm 
ly imposed upon,*to reward his inveterate enemies, 
■who now became great by being thorough paced 
rebels, it is needless to wondei that he has made no 
better provision ibr his known friends, vjfet cer- 
tain it' is, that his Majesty ^was so fat from intend- 
ing to deprive, the Catholics of Ireland of their 
birth-right, that he was fully resolved at iirst.to 
do them all the justice imaginable; and v^ould 
have certainly done it, bat khathewas periidibusly' 
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circumvented by those li'c- confided in ; who, tiot- 
withsianding all their pretended lojaltj^, did aluajs 
prder their owft ends before iheir prince's interest, 
atiid therefore ^opl< aU possible care to obstruct his 
,Maje<ty'5 good intention^ towards hii Irish sub- 
jtcts. 

• And, in" the first place, because the Innocents 
iiefethe only C?thoHcs resiorable without previous 
reprisals, they hamed ten or eleven qualifications 
to render in a inanher impb^ible for any Irish Ca- 
fbolits to be adjudged innocent, and ^ot the same 
inserted in his Majesty *s instriaction ior the execu- 
tion of th« said detlaration, as the ground work of 
all their proceedings. In the very first of the'sef 
Qualifications it is tnablishcd; **That none should 
** be restored as an linnoccnt papist, who beirfg of 
'* full age and sound memory, enjoyed his estaie 
** real or personal in the rebels quarters," by which 
clause only we may easily judgi of the rest y and 
discover what little justice the Irish were to expect. 
For, upon this account nOt only those that livei 
peaceable in the country, and never tool up arms 
either on the one side or oCher, biit also such of 
them as were actually in' the tCing*s service in Eng- 
land, ^f they received but the least benefit out of 
their estates in Ireland at any timetluring the war» 
•were to be deemed nocent and their estates confer- 
i\ed upon those, who at the same tim^ zealously 
fought against the Kiug. 
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For the trial of these innocents under the several 
qualification^ alpresaid, a court oF claims wa$ erept- 
c^ in Dublin, Just afier the model framed by Croip- 
swell, in the year 1654 tor the transplantees of, 
Connaught and the county of Clare, with this on!/ 
difference, that the . Usurper's court was much" the 
morciropartialof the two* For, in the first, whe- 
ther, the Promweilians wanted money to Suborn 
^fitnesses, or were npt so well apquainted with th^ 
profligatis lyretcheis, who were ready to earn theip 
oread with 4he sweat of their conscience, few ot 
those mercenary villians werp produced, in cqmpal 
rison of the lattj^r, where they apf- eared in great 
, ^shoales, and wanted not the countenance and fal 
vour of the court. And in the fonuer, the few 
Catholics that moved for a transplanted interest, 
. were not stinted in point.of time to m^ke put their 
claims ; but in the latter, six monthJT^ere Kardlj 
allowed for hearing all th<? claimants in the king- 
dom. Eor the court sat but on thV t5th Day of 
, February, 1662-3. *"^ lendcd about the middle of 
August iollo\^in^, durii)g which time near upon a 
thousand Cathohcs came to^a tryal, and no Ies,t thaii 
the one half were decreed innocents. Notwith- 
standing al( the rigid qualiijcations and suborned 
witnesses against them, who appeared in sucb 
swaiCJiTAs, that it would require a large volume to 
give up a sunomarj account of aji their villainous 
practices upon this occasion ; for which reason J 
think it needled to descend to particulars. Yet 
one isstance I cannot omit, because the gentleman 
himself is still in being,^ and at this time in France, 
and bas'^t least one living witness of the injustice 
* ^ ? |iono 
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<!one him now at the court of St. Germain, Mr. 
J"rlncis Betagh of Moyhahy/whOiC aneesiors For 
seven or eight hundred yeiirs together were in the 
possession of a considerable enaiejn the county of 
Meath, was but nine years pf age in October 41; 
yet h^^ w^ais sworn in the court of VlaimS, to haV^ 
been then jp actual reberrion at the head of a foot 
company; plundering "and stripping the Protec- 
tants, and, that by two of the mijanest icoundrcls 
of the whole kingdom, hired for that purpose, 
whereof one was then and ther^e provi^ not to havt 
^ecn three ycf rs old at the time of that. insurrec- 
tion ; and the other no ;^ay cjunlified to be believ- 
ed, when the* gentry ipf tne Wnolecoumry declared 
and testified the .contifary. Kev;ertheiess, upon the 
bare oaths of these feljow*, the ^^ntleman wa^ 
adjudged I'liillcnt bj the court, and althougji the 
perjury wak afterwards more fully delected, in so 
miich, that ^ir Richard Ransford (chief commit* 
iioneror judge <Sf the court) where the M^^^^i^* 
ness x>f Antrim exj>ostulated the matter with him, 
plainly acknowledged the injustice of i,t to hkr- 
self, to the new E^rl of liimerici:, and to other 
persons of ' quality, yet tro redress could be had for 
the gentleman nor any remedy to ;be e^cpected, 
while the inchantmicnt, of, the act ot seiil^nient wa^ 
i)f force. r * ' * " 

By these abominable pr^ctfccs some hundreds; of 
ancient and loyal geRtlemen were stript of their 
^irth right, being thus incurably iiifected by the 
poisonous brcath^of profligate wretches: but the 
^ * ' m'atte/ 
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.inatter of 7000 ♦ cbimants more that remained; 
couW not obt^in^ even so much justice or satisfac- 
tion AS to have thfs very chance of the inhcritaiicc 
.of their fathercs. -For although they had as much 
right to be heard as tljc^othcr, because every one i$ 
to be reputed innocent, until he is proved the con- 
irary ; yet they were then put off tor y^^nt of tiine^ 
and never allowed any sort of tryal from that da/ 
to this; b^t rather to cut off all future hopes, a new 
;act 'w^as soon oft er framed, fCalled the act of expla* 
jiation, very remarkable . for the following clause, 
B J \jfrhich tfey ate lor ever debarred : « It is here- 
-* 'by declared^ that no person or persons^ who bj 
* the qualifications in the said'former act hath not 
/been adjudged innocent, shall at an^ timeherc- 
•• after be reputed innocent ^ so as to claim ahy lands 
> or tenements hereby vested, or be admitted to 
•* have any benefit or allowance of any future ^^- 
f* judication of innocence, Or any behest of arti- 
^* cjes whatsoever.^f^ * ' 

• After this Knchristian, or rather inhuman usage 
to so many thousands, of innocent persons who are 
;thus condemned unheard, a practice never known 
Jamdngst any civilized heathens, itxannotseem very 
. strange that the loyal ensign i^en were ungratefully 
dealt with, for all their signal services- and sufFer- 
.ingS during the King's exile. It is true, his' ma- 
jesty was tesolv-eci, as I hinted before, to do justice 
to all his Jtish subjects, especially his ensign- meii 
and some other meriting persons, fir ^whom he 
caused a p^^rticular proviso ' to be inserted in the 
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declaration. But the caba] to render his good in-* 
tentjon ineflFeciual, having first possessed his ma- 
jcstjr with the fancy, that he had forteited lands 
more than ei\ougk in Ireland to satisfy all just pre- 
tenders, obtained the small favour pf their dear ad- 
venturers and soldiers, who 'were undoubtedly very 
^worthy men in old Shaftsbury's dJalectj that they 
should not be removed ibr any ensign mgfn» of 
meriting persons whatsoever, Jbefote they were 
assigned reprisals of equal vai.ue, worth and pur- 
chase ; whiih th^y well knew,' was not to be had 
in £urope, as matters were managed^^nless Ob- 
Tasile was discovered or a new Irelaiid created.— 
And having gained ihiil main point,^' which proved 
a, padlock upon all the favours intended by the 
King for the aforesaid loyalists, they got ttjis won- 
derful reason to pass for it in tj»e declaration :" the 
** Irish for whom we i^o hereby intend satisfaction, 
*• are such who have been abroad with, us, who 
probably being not furi^ished with stock or other 
provisions, may with less inconvcnien-cer wait" tor 
*♦ a reprizal, than to dispossesi^ others,'* (who no 
doubt had by that time well feathered their nests» 
by their iil-gow estates, though poor enough,; as 
became such pitiful mechanics, coming out of^Eng- 
land) " especially, since we are fully assured that 
?a very short time will assign them their res- 
•• pective reprisals; there being so good dxjd large 
" proportions of undisposed forfeited lands in our 
" power, reserved for this purpose,** # which 
sul5lime fancy is in plain English, to this effect : 

* because 
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' because die Cromwellians of Ireland- are/ of late 
' used to fere very well, baving acquired by fight- 

• ing against mtf plentiful estates and considerable 

• stocks to live upon, it is' not convenient' to disturb 

• them; but my ensign-rnen h^ve quitted all at 

• home, and chearfully endured starving, and sevei 
/ ral other hardships, to serve me abroad^ jtisrea- 

• sonable theretbre they should starve on, unii)\I 

• provide for tEwii on Doomsday in the afternoon/ 
I must confess, I cannot possibly believe that the 
late King intended to use •these loyalists after so 
striTDge a manner; but that they v^^ere actuary 
served so^ is most certain and undeniable. " Neither 
can any Pfince who suffers himself tp be led by 
such wicked Counsellors, reasonably expect ever 
to do belter. ' ' - < * 

• Now as soon as the cabal had gained thjs single 
point, that the adventurers 'and soldiers should not^ 
be removed without previoui reprizals, their next 
great business was, to tai?e care that no reprizal^ 
shoiild bekft, and consequently rone'pfthe said 
mei-iting persons eVer restored 5 to the end that 
this usage might for the future prove an encourage- 
ment to their own party to pursue their good old 
cause, and a warning piece to others not to play 
the fool tor loyalty. 

'f* To compleat therefore so martial a project, 
matters were so cunningly contrived by tham, that 
ail the undisposed forfeited lahd^ were give away 
in most prodigal giants to Ormorid, Anghese^y^ 
Orrery, Gooie, Kingston and other grandeci; and 
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great portions for pious uses forsooth^ to mate 
tliemselves frierds or the Mammon* of unrighie- 
ousness/pt which the Cbllege of Dublin, and se- 
veral Free-Stfhools,' jhtir tishops, and others cr 
their derg)- had considerable shares, besides a great 
many gifts' ajffd grants to others who were no way 
cjuali^ed by the declar^iuon to have any such pro- 
Vision made for them.' And all this was industri- 
ously carried on, as I hinted before; to the eiid 
that the sto^ck of reprizals might be So far cxhaust- 
.ed, that notliin^should be left to'reprize theCrom- 
"wellians, who without, such repruals were nor to 
budge, or quit their p6?>essiQh of thbse gentlemen's 
estates, whom the King intended to festore, either 
as officers tha| served him abroad, o^$pepial provi- 
so-men,, or as persons entitled to the pea<;e of fortj- 
cight ; which wicked contrivance took so effectu- 
ially, that not one inan of all theke were restored 
to his birth-right, notwithstanding^ all the fair pro- 
mises given, and the seeming provision' made fc^ 
them by /the declaration : insomuch ihat £fty fouif 
Nomihies (who by spi'cial interest aad favour got 
a proviso'in the act ofexplanation f to have tbeu 
respective mansion^iOiises or principal seats, and 
ciooo acres W land thereunto 'adjoining) fount! 
the/nselves Nominies in g(iod earnest, th^c is No- 
mine restorable non re, according to Orrery's Iroi- 
nical taiUry i for'.evrjy few of ihem gpt any con- 
siderable advarirage, and none at all that c\'€r I 
rotiidfind, the fuR benefit ot that clause, for t?ant 
©f reprizais to be first assigned to the CrOmwelUan 
' * possessors 
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possessors. And to make them all set tKcie hearts 
at rest, jJnd r'ath^r to deprive them of! tkeir Very 
hopes, the * clause formerly mentioRed was insert- 
ed in the famous act of explanation, wliich debars 
them tor ever of all future relief. A^ as a fur- 
ther addition to their comfort, tUeSe mighty Solons 
well knowing that they observe neither law nof 
gospel- in their proceedings, but th'at their whole 
iabric was a meer Eabei, composed of so many 
•strange incohetencies, palpfable absurdities, and ir- 
reconcileable contradictions, that the ablest lawyers •, 
in England often declared, they knew Tiot how to 

f round an opinion in law vpon such sandy ioun- 
ationSy found the way at last to make all this mist 
appear as clear for their purppse as tjie Sun at 
, noon-dfy. and that with as much ease as the 3VIa- 
cedan youth untied tbe^gorjian knot. JFor they 
only declared and enacted, that il* any doubt 
' should ariseoi) any clause j» either oi the saidacU» 
; th^same should be. always constVifed in favour of 
the Protestanti; as being principally intended toba 
. settled and secured, f - 

This was going through stitch with the busi- . 
ncss, and it was indeed the^iinishingBiroke of the 
, whole workj which has, comjiJeted the mystery 
of Iniquity beyond all manner of di'spute, and left 
the poor Catholics no room to demand or expect 
• justice, at least from CromwelJianjudge«andjtiries, 
Thus were these unt<?rtunate loyalists utterly dis- 
appointed, not^^ithst{lDding ti^eir great hopes reason- 
ably grounding on their nvany service5,to the King 
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both at home and abroad.'^d his Majesty's repeat* 
fd promise to them upon that account; and atcer 
a)l thj^r tedious and chargeable attendance about 
court, no other provision was, ihade for them but ' 
to live upon the air, till God was pleased to call 
both them atid theijr King to st^te their accbrapts 
in the other world ; Swherf, I am sure sta/ved ho- 
Ticsty is ot greater value, than the empire of the 
Vniverse, either ill acquired, or unjustly admij)j- 
stered, because as King Charles the first most excel- 
lently words it, as many kingdoms as the devil 
she\yed our Saviour, ^rid the glory of them (if they 
could be at once enjoyed) are not worth the gain- 
ing, by ways of sinful ingratitude and dishonour, 
■which hazards a soul-v/orth more "virbrlds than this 
hath kingdoms.* 'For it is a true saying, Deus non 
irl^idet^^»f God isngt tobe laughed at by worldly 
greatness, bUt is rath'cr provoked to deal more se* 
verely, Vith soviereign princes for their injustice, 
because they are 'accountable to none for their ac- 
tions, but to himself alon^, for which reason, the 
royal prophet thu^ very pathetically speaks to the 
Almighty. Shall the throne of iniquity have fel- 
lowship with thee, which frameth mischief by a 
law, J but his wise' son King Solomon, while in- 
spired by the JJol^ Ghosl^ treats more fully of the 
matter in' his admirable book of wisdom. Cap. VI. 
"where he says "ipi^uity shall lay waste the whole 
•* earth, stnd ill dealing overthrow the thrones of 
«* 4he mighty. Hear therefose, O f ye Kings and 
" understand; learn ye, that the judges of the end

' of tK* earth. Give hear, you that rule the people, 
and glory, in the multitude of nations. For 
the power is given you of the Lord, and sovereign

" aright, nor kept the lav/, nor walked aher the 
** counsel of God; horribly and speedily ^all he

**- mightily tormented. . For he which is Lord over 
** all, shall tear no man's person, neither shall he

The consideration of this necessary poirit of Chris- 
tian doctrine, which mainly concerns alt men in 
power, but morfe particularly sovereign prihoes, 
made King Charles the first express himself ^o 
feelingly about Strafford's illegal attainder; " I 
*♦ am so far," says he,« " fpr excusing or debying 
•• that compliance on my part (for plenary consent 
•* it was not) to his de&triiclion^ whom m xa^ judg- 
" ineat I thought not, by any-flcar law guilty of 
*' death, that 1 tiever bear any tourch of conscience 
** with greater legret, which as sign of my tepen- 
•« tance, 1 have often with sbrrow confessed both 
** to God and man,, as an act of sinful frailtjr, that 
^discovered more a fear of man than, of Gocf, 
-^^ -whpse name and place on earth no man is worthy 
♦«* to bear, who will avoid incoQvenience of state

** by acts of so high injustice, as bo public conve- 
• ** niencle can expiate, or compensate. Nor has 
•* God's justice iaiJcd in the event and sad conse- 
*• quecces to shew the world the fallacy of that 
•• maxim/'* JSettei ene man perish ihough unjustly, 
f* than the people be displeased oz destroyed. **This 
'* tenderness aod regret I find in my soul, tor haTv- 
•• ing bad any han^, (and that very willingly, 
" God knows) in shedding qne man*s blood unjustly, 
" though under the colour and formalities of justice, 
** and pretences of avoiding public mischieh^ 
. J|Jcrw, if this good, thq!^untoriunatie King, was s§ . 
deeply touched for having given way to thfe fiiiy of 
an ungovernable faction against the life of one man • | 
only, wh o was undeniably ffU i ity, altho* not of trea- 
son, yet of several other enormities during his go- 
vcrnmi^nt of Ireland; how much must we think he 
wpuld have been concerned, had he had the jbi^for. 
tune olf pas^ng the unparalleled act of settlement, | 
ivhich wanted on the one hand such pressing motives ^ 
as attended Staiford'^s attainder and plainly exposed ^ 
^ on the pthcr, ins.^ead of one single sufferer, who up- j 
0ft the m^afi was not guiltless,; the lives of many 
thousands 0t' innocent and loyal persons, not to a 
speedy death, for that would have been a sort of 
m^n^y* but ton tedious lingering one, bjr unavoid- 
9jbU starving > an act of acciimulative injustice iii 
plain terroa* by which the worst of traitors.and vilest 
of repubHcan rebels were most prodigally rewards 
cd, loyal subjects that liad for many years sign allied 
themselves in the service of the crown, not only dis-_ 
appointed of their deserved and promised recom*. 
pence, but condemned unheard, and stript W their' 
Tcry birth-right to gratily thiir enemies; a vast

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number of poor widows and orphans, sent a begg- 
ing; public faith most notoriously violated! andio- 
sum up the wWole matter in a ievv words,, jusjuce 
perverted in all its brancnes and degrees.

The«e sre most e:fceilent documents indeed, v? jt- 
Jy difFercnt from that famous maxim of old Claren- 
don, tna}tt much of your Enemies, and your Friends 
will x\o you BO harm; which yet b#ing uiiIu^Lily 
pfefferred before the other, was practi sed so long a£ 
ter the rcstoratton,tha<not only suthas were neuters 
oi* indiffei'ent, but even those who till then were fast 
^fiends co the Crown, became at last iti^ severest 
eitemiesi wherefore since exp^rienee is the mo- 
ther of know ledge we cannot but conclude, ibat

consideration, that their fate js in ihejiands of no-' 
,ble Pecf^ and honourable Senators, whose gowl-. 
fiess'and pity they had often experienced upon ths^ 
like occasion; «r»tl look upon it as tt% g:*it«st o 
<hfir happinw, '^hc.tpuf constitution hi 5ur'- 
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fis a barrier between the Pripee and die pwi^9^ 
|hJTt the Prince' tuight noi oppress the people^ hoc 
the people invade th^ prerogative of the Prince. 

.The Roman Cathohcs ©{"Ireland, when ^bc re- 
yolution happened, di^ conceive/and believe it to 
be undeniabfy truej that by the ancient fundanacn-- 
tal la^j, and statutes oi England and Ireland, .the 
Jmperkkl Crown oF England was Monarchicaland 
hereditary, lineal! jr /and graduall/ descending A>f 
inherent.' iqdeFeazible and itnalienable right otPri- 
joio Geniture, anc^ proximity of blood, to the next 
^rue%eir, upon the death or voluntary abdication 
©f the preceding lawful Monarch, without any in- 
tervemng formj^lity, call, authority, recognition, 
* *f:oronation path of cer<iniony, whatsoever; whe- 
ther the heir* should happen to .be at the time of 
such Death or ^bdicaiiQn, in^ Or put gf the King- 
jiom, a$ it didxo Jarae$ the sixth of Scoxland, 
iind first of England, on the death of C^ueen El/- 
- «abeth •, and to Charles thie^econd residing inHol- 
Jand, upon the murder of the King his 3»oyaI i^- 
^her, which <^eri§e$ the nna;jcim in law, aiiirming 
that the IJing never dVes. Rex nub<|uamn)oritur^ 
The JR.om.an CatljolicS of Ireian^ grounding^ 
thiirb^fliet* upon these laws 'and statutes, thought 
ihat /t least, they jSitz^ bound in conscience.io kc^p 
. the faith and allegiance, which th^yg^ye and swore # 
to King James the Second. And thetefpTe con- 
cluded,. ' th«y could not \raf sf^r the s^mc- unro any 
other Prjricjt so long as th 6. said J^ing Tames was 
jilive ; notvvuh^taxidmg the revolution which hap- 
jpened in England, in thf y«ar ^^88. Aii^d the i^- 
^ef, that they believed the abdicauon, which was 
^^jted^in the cpnvcmion pilpiidon) to have bepn 
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made by the «aid King, was not voluntary ;.con-, 
sideriQg the restraint he wa? under, and the abuses 
ofFered to htm, when he alteinpied to malre hi* 
escape. Arid tliey were further confirmed in thij 
belietj by the letter which he wrote to the Lords 
k>t" his Privy Conncil.^when he arrived at Calais,' 
in France, desiring them to propose safe method^ 
for hjs return ; and living among other reasons for 
Bis witWlrawihg or leaving his Kingdoms, a say- 
ii)g which he heard qfc* his royal father* that the 
prison and grav« oF a Prince are not far asunder. 
tJpon these considerations, the Roman Catbo- 
. Iic$ of Ireland took up arms ift defence of his 
Crown aad dignity, recei ved'hi mSeU in person »t ' 
their head, and loyght for him 'all th^y were 
jeduced to extreniiti^s by King William s armies* 
And even then did not listen to atiy terms 6* Peace, 
'till they had King James's consent lipon .iii^^ 
departure from Irelano, to make th^best condirion 
xhky (fould for tbem$el\cs. -Being then the next 
campaign after the Bittl^ cf Vlaghrtm, and sur- 
tend^ of Gatway, distressed- at the second siege 
of Limerick, they capitulated with the Gencrab 
of King William's troops and i fie Lords Tushcfd 
of Ireland ; and obtained articles cotr.iT.on<y c?.l!e* 
the Articles of Limerick, upon valuable conside, 
yatinij^s, viz. First, the' avoiding the tur:her cfFii- 
«ion of human blood, Secondly, ihe surrender- 
ing of the city of Limerick, . and all the garriseM 
towns in the couniies of Cork, Clare, Mayo, 
anti Siig'o, For the religious- pertbrmai^ce of. 
which articles, according lo the true .inttni 
iin*l meaning of the sanr^e, the said Lords Jus- 
tices ai^d Generals ufider tie sanctioi of \iM\f^ 
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faith^ solemnlj pKghted t)>eir words an^ honourf 
and promised to gee tHe »ame ratified by. King 
William, wbich they arcordingl/ did, King Wil- 
; liam rati^ing theoi in council under the broad sg4 
p/ England. ; * 

Novi^ by the first of these articles, . the Romaft 
Catholics of Ireland^ were to enj<>y such privileges 
in the exercise of their religion, as they d^ in tne 
reign of King ChaWes the II. in whose reign it is 
manifest, the Roman Catholics hafl Bishops, Dig- 
nitaries, Prie&ts, and religious orders of their own- 
communion, to instruct and govern them in re- 
ligiou;s matters. 

By the second article, all .the ^oman Catholie< 
of Ireland (except those who left ih^ Kingdom, aijd 
submitted not to King William's govcrnmeni) werfe 
to enjay all their Veal . aY^d personal. estates, aaid aH 
the ''right, . titles and interest, privileges aiid im- 
inunities, which thjey, and every or a:py of »them 
held or enjoyed in the reign of ICing CharU^ d^e 
IL in whose Tciga it is also, manifest that all the 
Roman Cailiolic Peers and Gentleman of Jreland, 
and all others, who would or could purchase them, 
carried arms, ^nd'thatdome of them were in posts, 
of honour, as that of Sheriffs, Jusik^ ®^.,it 
Peace, attd other posts of profit and trusty TfSt 
their Lawyers, Attornies and Soliciiors, practised 
their respective callings, with tine same freedem 
and liberty as the Protestants. As also that die 
J^omairCatholic merchants, dealers and trade smen, 
w eye Aldermen and Burgesses in Cities, and Fr^ 
men in towns an(( corporations over all the King- 
dom, • " 

By the ninth ^hh]^, ^ ©ath ta be adimniiter- 
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fd to svtch Roman Catholics as snbmitted to King * 
^ilii&m, was the oath of Allegfence atidnoothen 
In confidence of thiis sacrad tjt of public faith, 
solemnly given to them under tht hands and seals, 
of the said Lords Jjistices and Generals, the said 
ipLom^n Catholics surrendered the city of Limerick, 
and aif the towns and garrisons then in their pes- ^ 
sessiqn, and have ever since to ttfis day, lived * 
peaceably and quietly under the OovernnS%n^ of 
the respective Kings and Q^i^ens of Great Biitain, 
"ivitfaout -ever attfinptiok ^^ molest or disturb, or . 
raise any Rebellion or Tumult* 'in it, as is eviochc 
to all the world. 

But how well the said articles, and this sacred 
fie have been kept to them ; or rather how mani- 
iestly ihey have been' broken iii upon, and violat- 
t>d, is a theme, winch the Roman Catholics cannot . 
^ith tears of blood sui^cieotly lament, Hioc )l)|e. 
Lachryn^oe ! 

•' It would b^ too tedious to recite all the^ acts of 
parliament since made in this Kingdom to that 
purpose; let it suffice to say, that by lawssincei 

• jniade, ail and every Roman Catholic of the King- 
don (except a iewLords, and three pr ib^ir Colo- 
fifih oiiht troops that were actually in Limerick 

. '*^*nd Gal way at the time' they surrendered) ar* dis- 
abled under severe penalties to carry arms ofea- 
^ive or rlelensive,* tor iheir own, or defence of 
theiv houses and goods, other than pitchforks, or . 
$iich instruments as the peasants tilUhe earth with ; 
Day, many |;entlemen who formerly made a con- 
sider aible- figure in th,e'ki^g^om, are now adays, • 
■when they walk with caries or sticks only in iheir 

Kand^, icsuhtd by. men amted'^itk swoxd«<s pis-

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toU, whe of late rose froM th« very dregs of ^« 
• 'people. Sexvi D^minati sunt nobis ! Lamfnta Je- 
remi^, 

, AH Roman (!atbo*1ic lawyers, 9ttornie$, and %»r 
liciiors, are disabled to practice tfieif respective 
filings, except they take the oath of AbjuratioPj, 
ih^ oafK of Supremacy, and the Test, that is, be- 
^me Protestants. So that of about an hundred 
Jtoman Cathoiic lawyers at)d Attoroies, that at- 
tend the courts ,of Dublin, and in the couniy, not 
one of them is allowed to ge^a morsel of bread 
by tl^ose studies upon whkh they spent their youdi 
and their time. 

All the Hsman Catholics of the kingdom in ge- 
lieral, without any e^c^eptionei saving^ are disabled 
to puTchaae any binds pr tenements, to take i»ort- 
, .g*gcs i^r security of money, or even lo^ta^e mt 
lease 6r farm ej^ceeding the term of thirty oncf jeart, 
and that at no less than |wo thirds ot the improved 
rent. So that all encouragement for natural in- 
dustry is taken away from them, and are left under 
an impossibility of ever being other than slavct 
By the same laws, their- Ch,i!dreil though never s(\ 
• projigate or undutiful to their parents, iipon their 
becoming 'Protestants, are encouraged, to comp^ 
their patents to give them a maintenance, such as^ 
the LordiChanceilor, for the time being shall thiak 
. jSt. And all heirs appar nt of such Parents upon 
.their becoming Protestants,, make their Parents 
tenants tor life. So that the Fathers, cannbti may 
not proviile fer their other dutiful children, or 
other extraordinary exigencies of life. Now if 
th^ be not encouraging child reft to transgress God's 
*aw, I own I know not what is; ao4 will not tie 
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treat Legistator of Heave'h requij^e this at Men's 
ands ? / » ' •- 

By another laty, all the Registered Roman C-i- ' 
tholic Priests of this kingdom,, are requirecl t6 take 
die oath 6t A^^'''^^^^^'' ^y * certain day, under the 
penalty of h^ing reputed regulars, and puntsKed 
as such. And all t'he.J^aitjr, without ^xfepiion tq ' 
be sumtnoned thereunto, and upon their rctu?a I 
the third tim^, to be guilty of a premunire, which j 
iSf forfeiture and confiscatidn of all their real and 
personal estate^ and perpetual imprisonm^t. — r^ 
NQtwi^hstanding that thej had stipulated by *;he 
articles of Limerick • and had the public faith 
given them, that no other path byt that of Allegi- 
ance should be required of ihenn, whi^h eath they 
were always ready to take. 

By another l;|w, all Burgesses and Alderfnen of 
Cities, Freemen, and raasteri'ot Corporations, all 
linen bearing civil offices, pharges or employments, 
above the degree pi petty Cotistayes, are requir- ' 
ed to ta]fe the oath of Abjuration^ th^ oath of 
Supremacy, and the Test, so that at present, there 
is not one Freemati or masteir of any CorporationV 
^ot, of any other the least charge (excepting that, of 
a petty Constable^ of the Romaft Catholie Religi- 
on, in- all the Kingdom; neither are any' of lire 
.tradesmen or shop keepers of "this Religion suffer- 
ed to work a^ their respective tra/des, or sell their 
gOod& in arty of the Cities in Ireland, except they 
pay exorbitant ta^ces which they call quarterage to 
this respective * masters of their Corporation •, and 
upon refusal of paying, the same, (because there is 
no law tor it) they arc ^ilre tO' be summoned to 
take the oath of Abjutation, in order to frijihten 
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them to a compliance. AtW to tlii*; that as oftea 
as England .or Iceland have been alarmed by the 
attempts madefy the French or Spamardi, or .by 
the Pretender updn Engjland or Scotland, the R«- 
man Catholics of this KingdooL were ^ure~ to be 
ialcen up,, to have ihe arms wKlch tUc tew of them 
harl^ taken from them ; to have their houses aed 
the houses of men who had no arms, rifled for 
more; to have their saddle, and even their draught 
and plough hordes taken from them, and kept while 
the alarra continued. And had these ibieigncxs, 
or the Pretender succeeded in their at^tempis, the 
Lord pf H'ea veil knows what would be our late I 
s,o, that what ♦ TeriuUian writes id his Apolofry 
for the christians of his time, noW is, with some lit- 
tle altera tiopt applicable to theR^oian -Cathohcs of 
Ireland. But tot 4S much as the' refusing to tajie 
the oath of Abjuration, is the'pretehce of all the 
grievances and oppressions Under which they groan, 
I ^hall beg l|kve to dwell a Utile upon this argu- 
tn^nt^ anadoubVnot to make itfippear, that it is, 
but a pretence, ^nd.not a just cause. 

By thi oath of allegiance, all persons whatso- 
tver, who taJje -the sanie are bound in conscience, 
and hy thfe sacred tie of calling God to bear wit- 
ness of the sincerity of their hear tls, (aS all the di- 
vines* legislators and lawyers, of Vhe Christian 
world agree) not to have a hand directly or indi- 
Tectly in any plot or conspi'-acy against the prince 
or Government, to whom they take this oath, and

J>ot*t)r«aPk all other, oaths wh^tsbcver ? is not any 
Government the mo^t tyrannica:!, ©r the most 
4injustiy acquired ip the world, safe under such 
«' tie, from nien whose love or affectioDs they sus- 
pect, if this oath ;be IceptJ or il it be not, wKat 
^4>croath will they beep. 

Afe to the oath oi' abjuratios, there is a vast dif- 
ference 'between it ^nd this^ for there are sdme 
«kuses in it, r to the ttuth of which, I think noRo- 
•nwn Catholic, at least I am convinced I cannot 
IB ooiiscicnct swear-, I shall single out three.* — 
^i«t, I am required by this oath '^ swear that I 
|)eijev^in my bohscience the iat^ King Jame|> or 
the Pretender, have no right or title whatsoever 
to ^e Crown of England : now '1 am so far a 
Aranjfcr to the right and titles of Kings and Prin- 
'^^i (and I am sure most o^ my profession, if not 
itil in this kingdom are so) that I would not tak« 
siiclxan oath to any King; Prince or Potentate in 
^Europe, with respect to frjl such Pretenders to 
their Crc.\vns as they should require me to a1>jarc. 
for to 'be able to swear it, I must have sure and 
<ert»in motives to ground my belief upon, tise I* 
^erji^re my?elf. But .this is \dlat I couW never 
yft^n^ in any ihrng that I read, or from any per- 
fpn with yifhom I conversed. Nay many Divines, 
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and .persons of note and learning of the Church 
of England, and ot the .ChuicV ci' Scotland, and , 
IrelaTiO by law establish ed/.havc*'believed and do 
still believe, ^hai neither the late King James, nor 
ih'e Preiender, ha^e ibrleited ibeir right to the 
Crtfwii oi Enslaftd. Aod I am sure atl the divines 
and lau'/ers in France, Spain and Italy, areol the 
Wire opinion. How can I ^hcn, pr any other Kc 
fi)an Cuholic in thi$ Kingdono, ground my belief^ 
sa as io «wear that he has noti but whether be has 
or hai not, I am n6 ways concerned' at taking the 
oath ot allegiance, which th^e law of nature and . 
flie common practice oi ail nations, alTo\«s me t9 
t»ke wiih a sale conscience to any Prince who con- 
quers me and the country ot which I am a mem- 
ber, thougl^ he be never so great a tyrant or usurp- 
er, fven to th6 Gzar «f Muscovy, or the ^G rah d 
Xurk, But fturely I could not swear, that I be- 
lieved King George hath no right to the Crowiu 
oi England or Irelafid, should either of these coa- 
qwer me In a word, what I swear in the oath of 
Allegiance Is in my power to teep, that is, not 'to 
be'in any plot px conspiracy against ^iLg George 
pT his Government^ Or it I hear any to discover 
it* And if I do not ^ I perjufe myself; but it ii^ 
not in my power totouod k belief by which I 
should si/ear to the truth pf this clause in the oath - 
of Abjuration, anfl iheretore 1 thii^ I cannot in 
constience take it. ^ * 

~ Secondly, there is another clause in the bath of 
Abjuration, requiring nifn to swear they willmaiA. ^^ 
piin the succession to the Crown in the Protestant 
line, &c. Now% how finy Roman Catholie,, con-

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X-&WB 1 do not understand. For by thU Clause I 
am swoxi/(should I taktethei5^id<Jaih)'to wiihdjrjiW 
my obedi<ince irort (and the i^lhegiance I swore

„ he.or his successors should*become Roman Catho- 
lics, nor h this an ituMfnarj Case, for what \vas, 
may be. The King, of Navarre, Jienry thfi^I V. v^s 
once a Protestant, and became a Roiman Catholic^ 
TherDukcot* Sa.:5bnyr now^King'of Poland, wasi 
l^rotestaiu, hut is now a Rom^njCatholicv And to 
come nearer home King Charles the 11,/ and King 
Jameshis B roth ier were both Protestants,' and be- 
came Roman Catholics. Now ii' it should sd hatpt 
pea to the r^^yal famtiy in Great-Britain in time ta 
come, and that they should embrace the religion 
which ^ I profess. Could I in corkscience, tiolatiT

I would willingly beglhose gentlemen ^bo press 
lis to take this oath, t# turn the tables,* a(nd allow 
me /or argument sake to put a case, suppose a^Ro- 
man Catholic Prince sitting on his' throne in Eng- 
land shoudd get an oath framed by Act of Par^ 
liament, jn. which there sfeould befa clause requi- 

. xitigall the subjects to swear they Swotlld maintala 
tne succession in the Roman Catholic line. Gould 
any honest Protectant lake this oatb^ with a safe 
conscience? If not, I beseech' you, , gentlemen,

Well may then* any G^heral who comes to be*

' of a Man) and break them when th^ beskgcd are 
in ills powerj if he can dispense with these Sacred . . 
ties. Well may men brelik their vows, oaths and ' 
promises^ when it is convenient for theiUj if pub- * 
lie faith nta^ be broken upon any consideration.^ 
Well might the noWe JRomam, Attilus.ReffUlis 
stay at Rome, and not go back to Carthage, where 
he was sure to be put to a. cruel death, as he was; 
eould he think he might dispense with the promise 
he made to return, incase he succeeded not in h\s ; 
enribassyi In i word/ loose that sacred band and 
all the world will be a,Cha05, ap Aceldama, or a 
field of blood. 

King William of happy memory had other no- • 
tions of the public faith, when he went- with his ' 
army to besiege Xti^^^nck. He offered the Romaic 
Catholics, conditions*, which they^ did not think 
gobd enough, though they wete ready to submiti 
air^d li^y down th«r ydrm^ had he condescended ta
